RIVERS AND \ND HARBORS. 


The. Committee’s Report Has Been 
Submitted to the House. 
(BY ASSOCIATED VRESS WIRE.‘ 

WASHINGTON April 4: — Chairman 
Hooker of the Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee today submitted to the House 
the report on the River and Harbor Bill 
made public yesterday. It shows that 
the aggregate amount recommended is 
$10,330,560, and is based on estimates 
by the chief of engineers, amounting to 
$12,628,880, and by the engineers in 
charge $48,853,027; besides the estimates 
of the Missisippi and Missouri commis- 
sions. Of the total amount recom- 
mended, about 36 per cent, of $3,646,800, 
is ‘for harbors: $6,587,560 for rivers and 
$100,000 for surveys, etc. The urgent 
demands and pressure of commercial 
necessities, says the report, and the 
strong appeals made, not only by mem- 
bers of both branches of Congress, but 
by large delegations of the leading rep- 
resentative citizens of numerous local- 
ities, have been deemed fully sufficient 
by the committee to warrant its adop- 
tion of twenty-two new projects of 
improvement. 

In view of the large saving in the 
completion of projects throughout the 
country by. carrying on the improve- 
ments heretofore made under continu- 
ous contracts, the committee has rec- 
ommended more projects to be placed 
under this system, and there Is given 
in the bill authority to the Secretary. of 


completion of thirty-two different pro- 
jects, amounting to $61,721,210, if the 
policy of the continuous-contract sys- 
tem is recommended by’ the chief of 
engineers and the Secretary of aWr. 

Arrangements have been made to 
consider the River and Harbor Bill on 
Monday under the suspension of the 
rules. This would leave only thirty 
minutes for debate, but it is quite pos- 
sible that an agreement will be en- 
tered into for such debate as is desired, 
perhaps two or three hours.

| WALLER SUFFERS WRONGS 


OUTRAGEOUS TREATMENT OF THE 
EX-UNITED STATES CONSUL. 


Chained in the Hold of a ‘French 
Steamer—Spat Upon by the Rab- 
ble—Soaked by Rain—Robbed, 
Threatened and Insulted—Now 
on His Way Home. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, April 4.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1896.) 
John L. Waller, formerly Unite@-States 
‘Consul at Tamatave, Madagascar, ar- 
rived in this city a short time ago, 
after his release from the French 
prison in which he. had been confined 
under-the sentence of twenty years’ 
imprisonment imposed upon him by a 
court-martial for having corresponded 
with the Hovas. He has been living in 
retirement since his arrival, and, upon 
‘the advice of his agents, who are for- 
mulating a claim against the French 
government, has not-received any rep- 
reséntatives of the English press.. 
However, Mr. Waller, who sailed for 
New York today, made the following 
statement to the Associated Press. It 
is the first time he has told his story 
to a reporter. - 
“You will remember that Tamatave 
was bombarded by the French in De- 
cember, 1893,” he began. “I was then 
living at Tamatave.. Shortly after the 


bombardment, I wrote to my wife, who 


was living up the country. \In my let- 


ter I merely described the event, re- 


ferred to the sanitary condition of the 
town and the number of French sol- 
diers there, but I did also describe some 
of the barbarities I witnessed, partic- 
ularly the ravishing of the Hova wo- 
men by French soldiers. 

“On March 3, 1895, I was arrested at 
Tamatave. 


were. I was told they were two in 
number:. First, for violation of an ar- 
der of January 18, 1893, regarding send- 
‘Ing letters except through the French 
post; second, violation of one of the 
articles’ of the French military code, by 
corresponding with the enemy regard- 
ing French operations in Tamatave. 

“I was at refused counsel, but 
-afterward obtained the services of 
M.. La Gray. He had only forty- 
eight hours in which to look into my 
case. The trial was held on March 20, 
1895, and only lasted one hour. M:, 
lawyer frequently told the court tha, 
such charges as were adduced would 
be laughed at in a civil-court trial. 
However, I was condemned to twenty 
years’ solitary confinement. | 

“On the 23d of March I was placed 
on a steamer bound for Marseilles. 1 
‘was told that I would be given a state- 
room for the voyage. However, when 
I reached the boat I was conducted tu 
the hold and made to sit down on a 
platform which is just underneath the 
hatchway for vanity” freight. My 
guard, who was a wae soldier, 
simply in réply to my question regard- 
ing a room, said: ‘You sit there.’ A 
few moments afterward a huge iron 
bar was brought and placed ~on the 
door infront of me. To this my 
ankles were chained. I was unable 
then to change my position; even 
enough to lie on my side. The rabb 
of Tamatave had followed me 
the jail to the steamer. They ca 
board and, standing on the deck, spat 
upon me. I was soon covered: com- 
pletely with their saliva. I appealed 
to my guard and to several of the 
soldiers, but only laughed 

me... 

“As night came on it began to rain 
and I lay powerless to move, with the 
trepical rain beating down upon me. 
Getting wet in that climate. is always 
foliowed by fever, unless one’s clothes 
are immediately changed. the 
morning I was trembling with a chill. 
At -o’clock some breakfast was 
brought me. It consisted of soup with 
rice and curry in it, and a piece of 
bread. I could not eat and begged 
for a cup of tea. One of the soldiers 
ety a saber _ and exclaimed: ‘Eat 

a 

“Il was only released of my chains- 
twice a day, ten minutes in the morn- 
ing and ten in the afternoon. I was 
given but two meals a’ day. All my 
effects had been taken from me and 1) 
was ill provided with clothing. I had 
but one and a half francs with me. 
After leaving Zanzibar I gave this to 
a soldier-and told him to buy me some 
oranges. He took the money, and 
when I saw him next day he said he 
had lost it. 

“A few French officers came on 
board at Zanzibar. One of them remon- 
strated with my guard, and I was re- 
leased from my chains. Another officer, 
seeing me released, said: ‘You are an 
enemy of France. When you re asleep 
T'will cut your throat and throw you 
overboard.’ I had been: given a room, 
and my guard slept in it next to\me. 
That night I was aroused by a noise in 
my room, and saw this officer standing 
at the foot of my bed. I got up, dressed, 
and started to go on deck. He followed 
me, and struck me on the back of the 
head as I was ascending the stalyway, 
knocking me down. I got up, fearful 


ting it open. I appiied to the officers of

the ship for protection. 1 was assured 
by them and by the French offizer who 
had befriended me, that nothing 


would be done to me for my action in 


defending myself. After this episode the 
Frenchman kept away from me. 
-“Going through the Suez Canal I was 
again chained, and again as we ap- 
proached Marseilles. At Marseilies I 
“was conducted to a dirty. filthy prison. 


I only remained there a few days, and 


then, handcuffed to two other prisoners, 
was taken to the military prison at 
Clairvaux. Here the food was so bad 
that I cou:d not retain it on my stom- 
ach. I appealed to the governor of the 
prison and he sent a doctor to examine 


i me, From Clairvatx I was transferred 


to the prison at Nimes. On ebruary | 

, @ prison official arrived and 
told me that my pardon had been re- 
ceived. With it came a message from 
Mr. Eustis in Paris, directing me to 
draw on him for money. 

“T wish particularly to state that in 
making application for pardon. I madé 
no agreement whatever to waive my

. ELECTRICAL FIELD. 


The Effect of the Roentgen Rays 
Upon the Bye. 

NEW YORK, March 28.—The steering tele- 
graph is one of the latest of Lieut. Fiske’s 
latest devices for increasing the efficiency of 
battleships. Although intended primarily for 
naval use, this invention is applicable to any 
vessel whatever. It is practically a safety 
appliance for contrelling the steering of a 
ship when the ordinary steering apparatus 
breaks down. In the steam steering system 
generally employed, the actual work of moving 
the rudder fs performed by the steam en- 
gine, which is controfled by the helmsman on 
deck, through the medium of rods and chains. 
It will be readily seen that when the vessel 
has much way on, the effort of putting over 
the helm is considerable, as the rudder is then 
moved at an angle with the keel, and the 
pressure of water agajnst its forward eide 
tends to push it back to a position in line with 
the keel. The longer the rudder the faster 
the speed, and the greater the le at which 
the rudder is pla the greater is the effort 
required, The steam engine which has ‘aith- 
erto been found the most effective means of 
giving the required power, is connected _to 
the helm by ay vt chains, The connection of 
the wheel on deck to the steering engine is 
of some flexible medium, usually wire rope: 
As in a modern ship it ie almost impossible 
to lay. the ropes in a straight lime from the 
wheel to the steering. engine, many sharp 
corners have to be traversed. and a. corre- 
sponding number of pulleye have to be used.

MAKING THE MOST OF THE ELECTRIC 
LIGHT. 


‘Since ‘the introduction of the electric light 
great strides have been made in increasing |

A CHEAP ELECTRIC FOUNTAIN. 

The success of the electric fountains at the 
Chicago and Atlanta expositions has given 
quite an impetus to the installation of modi- 
fied forms of means of producing the fascinat- 
ing effects of the play of colored light on 
moving water, in parks, plazas and other 
places of public resort. Such an installation 
has hitherto been a somewhat expensive affair, 
but a simple form of the electrical fountain 
has been produced which is so cheaply con- 
structed as to be well within the resources of 
most municipal corporations With this foun- 
tain the most elaborate and beautiful effects 
can be produced. Incandescent lamps of dif-

A NEW INDUSTRY ON ELECTRIC RAIL- 

ROADS. 

The newest industry in connection with 
street and other electric railroads in the sup- 
plying of car sprinklers. A company which 
has» formed for the purpose will either lease 
its sprinklers or contract to do the entire 
sprinkling for any city, or will form jJocal 
companies to carry out the work. The sprink- 
ler for electric railways consists of a large 

ink; over which is built a plain car. The 
whole is mounted on any kind of truck. Two 
men are needed to operate the car, one man- 
aging the motor and one the sprinkler. Any 
rate df speed up to fifteen miles an hour can 
be maintained. The car is filled with hydrants 
placed flush with the pavement, between the 
tracks, if on a double-track road, and close 
besidé the rails of on a single-track. The 
tank ie filled in one or two minutes, according 
to the pressure. e stream is under perfect 
control. A tank fully loaded will sprinkle 
from five-eighths to one mile of street, ac- 
cording to the width of the street.

CHARLES LOUIS DUCOMMUN. 


Sudden Death of a Pioneer of Los 
Angeles.

Ducommun had been suffering for the 
past ten years from a complication ‘of 
diseases, but being a man of remark-

His 
death will take away one who was a 
prominent figure among the early resi-.

highway of the city’s growth.

W. Wood, who has had the principal 
management of the property, his com- 
pensation being set at $1800 per year.

Mr. Wood had long enjoyed the confi- 
dence of Mr. Beaudry, being for sev- 
eral years previous to the latter's de- 
cease, in charge of the Temple-street 
Railway, which was practically owned 
by the French capitalist. He was nat- 
urally conversant. with the affairs of 
Mr. Beaudry, and better understood the 
condition of the property than any one 
else. Never having heard the latter 
refer to the existence of a son, he has

ACTION OF CALIFORNIA CONGRESS- 
MEN COMMENDED. 


Telegram of Thanks Forwarded to 
Bowers, McGuire and Barham. 
The Cowardly Attitude of Rail- 


way Congressmen Sharply Con- 
demned. 


At a special meeting of the Free Har- 
bor League, held yesterday in the di- 
rectors’ room of the Savings Bank of 
Southern California, the present condi- 
tion of the harbor controvetsy was dis- 
cussec in a spirited manner. J. R 
Newberry, Ira B. Wood of the Herald 
and H. E. Brook of The Times were 


elected a committee to prepare an ad-- 


dress to the people, calling for a mass- 
meeting to be held in the open air next 
Wednesday evening. Messrs. Gaffey, 
Newberry and Weir, the committee ap- 
pointed at the previous meeting, were 
continued in office with power to make 
all arrangements for the mass-m¢eting. 
On motion of J. T. Gaffey, seconded 
by T. E. Gibbon, it was voted to wire 
the thanks of the league to Congress- 
men Bowers, McGuire and Barham for. 
the stand taken by them at Washing- 
ton, and the following dispatch to be 
transmitted to them was formulated: 
“LOS ANGELES, April. 4, 1896.— 
Messrs. Barham, Maguire and Bowers, 


House of Representatives, Washington, 


D. C.: The Free Harbor League at a 
meeting held this day, unanimously 
adopted the following resolution: . 
*Resolved, that.the thanks of this 
league and of the people of Southern 
California are due to Messrs. Barham, 
Maguire and Bowers for the stand they 
have taken upon the attempt of C. P. 
Huntington to defeat the will of the 
people for a free harbor at San Pedro, 
and we earnestly urge upon them to 
maintain their present attitude upon 
this matter until the defeat of the pend- 


ing attempt to divert any appropriation . 


for such free harbor at San Pedro to 
the improvement of the roadstead at 
santa Monica for the exclusive benefit 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany.’ 

With much warmth the cowardly at- 


titude of those who were working se- 


cretly for the sarifice of the people’s 
rights in the interest of the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company, was dis- 
cussed, and not a dissenting voice was 
raised when it was proposed to fight the 
Santa Monica. proposition to a finish. 
The; petition for a mass-meeting which 
had been gotten up in the interest of 
the Southern Pacific, was called up and 
the methods by which it was being cir- 
culated was sharply condemned. 

It was thought best that the public 
be given to understand that the stamp 
of the league’s disapproval had been 
placed upon it lest some should favor 
it through misapprehension. It was 
pointed out that signatures were be- 
ing obtained to the petition on the slip- 
pety-slap proposition that ‘tyou are 
in favor of anything that brings money 
into Southern California, are you not?” 
and it was shown that the people were 
being buncoed into nominal indorse- 
ment of a pernicious measure without 
understanding its real import. That

sion the promising of which would aid 
in securing an appropriation for Santa 
Monica was conceded, and the manner

‘nations @nd+the proceeds of various 
benefits,, was $3763.66, and, the net re- 
ceipts for the charity from yesterday’s 
excursion amounted to $292. The South- 
‘ern California Railroad Company do- 
nated éven half ofthe proceeds of 
the excursion, which was under the 


charge. of Miss Whitlock, the clever 


and courteous manager, who has been 
so successful in chaperoning pleasure 
parties to points of interest in South- 
ern Calfornia. About two hundred 
and” seventy-five people were in the 
party, and all seemed bent upon ex- 
tracting all the enjoyment possible from 
the trip. Red.badges were in evidence 
everywhere, lending an official air to 
the occasion; and the good women who 
are in active management of the char- 
ity, under the able leadership of Mrs, 
Threlkeld, the president, acted as hos- 
tesses for.the excursion, and lent Miss 
Whitlock all the aid in their power in 
making every.thing social and pleasant 
in the crowded cars, where not a vacant 
seat was to be seen. 

At precisely 9 o’clock the special train 
steamed out of La Grande station, la- 
den with the merry crew of pleasure- 
seekers and a few passengers bound 
for way-stations, who looked as though 
they would much rather stay with the 
train throughout the trip. Especially 
to be included in this forlorn group 
were two of the august rulers of 
county affairs, Supervisors Woodward 
and Field, who were bound for Lords- 
burg on one of. their.numerous bridge- 
inspecting expeditions.

Park, 
nestled in its green basin, and en- 
tered the beautiful valley of Pasadena 
This was the signal for a chorus of 
delighted exclamation as the ever- 
changing scene showed the beauties 
of this garden-spot of the South. ‘The 
air was heavy with the scent of roses, 
and of the myriads of orange-blos-

(Bakersfield Californian:) A gentle- 
man who is engaged in “booming” a 
colony in the central part of Califor- 
nia, writes to one of the leading agri- 


cultural journals in the East, as fol- 
lows: . . 


“Nearly twenty thousand orange 
trees have been. bought, and a 
large acteage will" be planted this 
spring. With Riverside frozen, and 
Florida .no longer a competitor, we 
‘feel very happy over the prospects here 
where a killing’ frost is unknown. Land 
in ‘the central part of California that 
is suitable for orange-and lemon cul- 
ture will be worth $500 an acre,’ unim- 
proved, in five years’ time. . . . 
three-year-old orchard will yield a box 
of lemons to the tree, and I do not 
think there is any danger of ever get- 
ting less than $5 per box. In consid- 
eration of the fact that we plant 108 
trees to the acre, you can readily see 
what profit there will be.” 

“With Riverside frozen.” This is & 
case where a half-truth is. worse than 
a downright falsehood. It is quite true 
that Riverside was visited with a se- 
vere frost this season. But that fact 
was confined to a single locality, where 
the soil is low, and more or less damp. 
It did not touch the higher portions of 
the valley, and it is doubtful if, alli 
told, more than one-sixth of the entire 
Riverside district was affected. To 
claim, then, that “Riverside was frozen’’ 
is a departure from the truth which 
argues almost inexcusable ignorance.. 

With regard to the value of unim- 
proved orunge land, it may be stated 
without fear of contradiction that 
good orange land is not now, never has 
been, and never will be, worth any such 
figure as $500 an acre. Away back in 
the boom times of eight.or nine years 
ago, it was customary to advance this 
claim, but men of ordinary ‘sense hava 
long since abandoned the idea as pre- 
posterous. Any quantity of good or- 
ange land can be bought for less than 
$100 an acre in Central California, and 


unimproved land will ever be worth 
any such figure as $500 an acre ig 
bound to be disappointed. 

The proposition that a three-year-old 
lemon orchard will produce a box of 
lemons to the tree, and that there ig 
no danger of ever getting less than $6 
a box, is, if possible, even more pre- 
postérous than the other’ statements 
quoted. A three-year-old tree may: be 
found here and there that will yield 
a box of fruit, but so far from an om 
chard of any size averaging such 
product, the man is fortunate who gets 
half so much. And he is equally for. 
tunate if he gets a‘ gross price of half 
of $5 per box on an average, with all 
the cost to be deducted in addition.: 

"The retail price for California lemons 
runs from $1 to $3.50-a box, averaging 
not more than $2.50. It can be seen that 
the price to the producer must there- 
be considerably tess than $5 a 

ox. 

It is a pity. that such statements as 
those quoted should receive such wide 
circulation, as has been given them. 
They are grossly misleading, and are

There is an idea more or less preva- 
lent among those who flatter them- 
selves that they are practical men, that 
the preservation of forests, ‘the plant- 
ing of trees and specially the célebra- 
tion of Arbor day, are there matters of 
sentiment—matters unworthy of the 
consideration of the practical men 
aforesaid. It is undoubtedly true that 
forest preservation and tree culture are 
worthy the finest sentiment, and that 
they have provoked the commendation 
of the best poets we have had; but it 
is also true that there is a purely prac- 
tical and economic side to the question 
with which the statistician, the mathe- 
matician and the practical: man cf af- 
fairs have more to do than the senti- 
mental poet who deals in figyres of 
speech toAmpress an aesthetic truth. 

‘The relations of the precious metals— 
gold and silver—to one another, are con- 
sidered so important and of such great 
interest, that all other questions of 
political policy are now secondary to 
this one. It may astonish those who 
are vexing their minds over this matter 
to know that the timber product of the 
United States is really. of more import- 
ance than that of the precious metals.

.In the same year the products of the 
‘forests of the United States as shown 
’ by the Department of Agriculture; wore 
estimated at $1,058,650,859. In other 
words, the forests of the United States 
are fifteen times more important than 
the silver and gold mines. “ven if to 
the value of the gold and silver product 
be added the value of all the other min§ 
eral products of the same year, includ- 
ing iron, copper, léad, zinc, coal, lime, 
natural gas, petroleum, salt, bui'ding 
stone, the total representing the entire 
mineral output of the United States, 
will amount only to $653,°52,996, or 
about one-half the value of the forest 
products. Now let us look at some more 
statistics. The Department of Agricul- 


ture gives the value of our cereal crops

These figures 
have been given and these comparisons | 
made for the benefit of the ‘practical 
men” who scorn the sentimental sig- 
nificance of every question to such an 
extent that they are likely to ignore 
the economic importance of any matter 
to which sentiment attaches.

Now let us very briefly look at an- 
other aspect of the question, an aspect. 
as purely practical as that just men- 
tioned, and: of great public moment. 
The leaf mold of the forest is the nat- 
ural storehouse of a large part of the 
snow and rainfall, From this spongy 
soil, saturated with water, the supply 
of water comes in dry weather to en- 
able farming to be prosecuted. With- 
out such a natural storehouse—and we 
part with it when we permit the for- 
ests to be destroyed—we have periods 
of torrents and periods of drought, and 
the earth's value to man is most. seri- 
ously curtailed. ert 

At present the consumption of our 
forests for lumber and for fuel is so 
great that it behooves us to adopt the 
German method of never destroying a 
tree. without planting a new one. It is 
estimated that the annual consumption 
of wood from the forests of thé United 
States for fuel and lumber nowamounts 
to 25,000,000,000 cubic feet. ms 

“To furnish this amount,” says Mr. 
Egleston of the Department of Agricul- 
-ture, “would require the product (not 
the destruction, but the product,) of the 
growth of 1,200,000,000 acres of wood- 
land, whereas our total forest area is 
less than 500,000,000 acres, which is no 
more than we need as a permament

This statement and observation Mr. 
Egleston makes in a pamphlet on “Ar- 
bor Day—Its History and Observance,”’. 
soon to be issued by the Department of 
Agriculture. In it we are told that Ar- 
bor day was first suggested by George 
P. Marsh, long time Minister of the | 
United States to Turkey and Italy. Mr. | 
Marsh found that Italy and Germany 
and other Eurdépean countries were 
making active endeavors, at great ex- 
pense, to rehabilitate their forests, 
which had been depleted centuries be- 
fore. He thought that in these efforts 
there were lessons for. his own people, 
and he said so in his book, “The Earth 
and Man.” 

THE HISTORY OF ARBOR DAY. 


But it was the present Secretary of 
Agriculture, J. Sterling Morton, who 
took the first practical step in the direc. 
tion of the establishment of an arbor 
day, when trees should be planted by 
the school children of the country, and 
the value of forest preservation im- 
‘pressed upon themy This was in Ne- 
braska in 1872. Twenty-four years 
later Arbor day has become a public 
holiday, either by legislative enactment 
or by proclamation in nearly every 
State and Territory in the Union. The 
idea of it appealed more directly to the

HOW TO PLANT A TREE. ° 

- Ones of the chief objects of all such 
celebrations should be to teach how a 
tree should be planted, an hat kind 
of a tree to plant in any @fven place. 
For instance, it would be most unwise 
to take a young tree from a swamp and 
plant on a hillside, and vice verse. 
In the pamphlet alréady quoted, Mr. 
Egleston recommends that trees should 
be secured from nurseries rather than 
from the woodlands, or other unculti- 
vated places, because of the necessity 
of not. breaking the roots in taking the 
tree from the ground. The ordinary 
method of transplanting a tree is to 
dig a hole about the tree to be romoved 
and take it out, without reference to 
the small roots, as soon as it can be 
torn from the ground. Then in the 
place where it is to be set, a kind of 
post-hole is dug, the tree put ih place, 
the earth thrown in and then packed 
down as firmly as possible. If a tree 
thus transplanted thrives at all, it is 
in spite of the efforts of those who have 
removed it. | 

Any one transplanting a tree should 
remember that the small roots“are of 
more importance to the tree than the 
large ones, for it is by the rootlets that 
the tree is supplied with food and mois- 
ture. And when the tree is replanted a 
suitable place should be made for it by 
cultivation, and when the roots, large 
and small, have been spread out, the 
soil should be pressed carefully but 
firmly about them, so that they may 
have a quick opportunity to resume 
their useful functions of absorption. 
My own practice in removing trees 
from a woodland is to take with each 
tree a quantity of the soil in which the 
tree was found growing, and replant 
the tree in this, so that so far as possi- 
ble, it will continue in its native en- 
vironment. I have found this plan to 
be generally successful. 

To make a mere idle holiday out of 
Arbor day is a waste of time, which 
the school managers should prevent.

| Cause and Effect. 


Rediscovery of a Lost Art as 
.Old as,the Patriarchs.

An Interesting Interview with a 
‘Man Who Traced a Truth to Its 
Source and Discovered a Great 
Principle Long Neglected. 


In no country of the world is there 
80 much quackery as in the United 
States. In no country in’ the world 
are the mass of the people more credu- 
lous in regard to the possibilities of 
curing the ills from which they suffer, 
by mysterious remedies or processes of 
which the patients know nothing) and 
the physicians who administer t 
understand little more. A pyramid of 
imposing dimensions might be con- 
structed of the patent-medicine bottles 
that are purchased every year by the 
trusting American public. The news- 
papers of the country derive a consid- 
erable portion of their revenue. from 
the glaring advertisements. of these 
remedies, in which the most impossible 
promises of cures are made. 

The Jjgnorance of the average Ameri- 
can—even of those who consider them- 
selves well educated—in regard to the 
construction and functions of the body 
is as dense as it is lamentable. College 
graduates who can tell you off-hand all 
about the physical features of Central 


to the moon, frequently have but the 
vazuest kind of an idea in regard to 
the location and functions of the or- 
| gans of the body, upon whose perfect 
performance of their duties is depend- 
ent man’s well-being and power for 


good., 
THE ARMY OF QUACKS. | 

With such a condition of-.affairs gen- 
erally prevailing, it is not surprising 
that the country should be overrun by 
thousands of unprincipled practition- 
ers, seeking to traffic upon the miseries 
and the credulity of the people. A 
-writer -has truly said that man is a 
poor creature who shuffles through life 
on three crutches. He entrusts his soul 
to the charge of a priest, his earthly pos- 
sessions to the tender mercies of a law- 
yer, and his body to the experimental 
researches of a physician. The schools 
of medicine in the United States are 
as numerous as the religious sects, and 
like'those sects they can see nothing 
good in anything outside of their own 
narrow confines. That doctors differ 
is a time-honored proverb. How, in 
the face of all these differences of opin- 


and their remedies, can it reasonably 
be claimed that medicine is an exact 
science? While granting that marvel- 
ous advances have been made in the 
domain of surgery during the past 
quarter of a century, truth compels the 
admission that, as far as the curing 
of diseases is concerned, physicians are 
little, if any, advanced beyond the days 
of Pythagoras, wha taught that “Na- 
ture heals, not the physician.” 
DOCTORS AND DRUGS. | 

_ Why is this so? Leaving aside the 
subject of fraudulent quacks, let us 
glance at the methods pursued by hon- 
orable physicians of the regular school. 
Although perhaps not*to so great an 
extent as in former years, their reli- 
ance ig still chiefly upon the use of 
drugs—of mysterious compounds whose 
workings within the body they can only 
judge by the results, which results 
have been declared by many of the 
oldest and most experienced. physicians 
to be far more harmful in most cases 
than the disease which they are in- 
tended to cure. Let us see what a few 
distinguished physicians say about the 
art of healing by means of drugs. 

Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, the well- 
known writer, who was professor of 


‘| anatomy in Harvard University, says: 


“The disgrace of medicine has been 
that colossal system of self-deception, 
in obedience to which mines have been 
emptied of their cankering minerals, 
the entrails of animals taken for their 
impurities, the poison-bags of reptiles 
drained of their venom, and all con- 
celvable absurdities thus’ obtained 
thrust down the throats of human be- 
ings suffering from some want of or- 
ganism, nourishment or vital stimula- 
tion.” Again, “if all the drugs were 
cast into the sea it would be so much 
better for man, and so much worse for 
the fishes.” : 

Dr. A. O’Leary, Jefferson Medical 
College, Philadelphia, says: “The best 
things in the healing art have been 
done by those who never had a diplo- 
ma. Pasteur has no diploma, and has 
done more good than all the M.D.’s in 
France. Ether as en anesthetic was 
not discovered by a doctor,” ete. 

The distinguished Sir John Forbes 
is quoted in the British and Foreign 
Medieal Review: “In a large propor- 
tion of cases treated by allopathic phys- 
icians the disease is cured by nature 


considerable proportion of diseases it 
would fare as well or better with pa- 


remedies, especially drugs, were aban- 
doned,”’ 

Charles H. Fagge, M.D., Fellow of 
the College of Physicians and the Royal 
Society of Physicians to one of the 
largest hospitals of London, says: “All 
systems of medicine are of necessity 
false. Allopathy and homoepathy are 
equally unreasonable, not wrong solu- 
tions of a scientific problem, but ignor- 
ant answers to an absurd question.” 

Dr. Eliphalet Kimball of New Hamp- 
shire was a physician of the regular 
school. In “Thoughts on Natural Prin- 
ciples’”* says: ‘There is doctorcraft as 
well as priestcraft. Physicians have 
slain more than war.” 

Prof. Alonzo Clark of the New York 
College of Surgeons 
says: “In their zeal t good, physi- 
clans have done much harm, They 
have hurried thousands to the grave 
wns would have recovered if left to na- 
ure.” 

Prof. Baker of the New York Medical 
College says: “Drugs which are admin- 
istered in scarlet fever kill more. pa- 
‘tients than the disease does.” : 


“The effect of medicines on the human 
system are in the highest degree un- 
certain; except, indeed, that they have 
destroyed more lives than war,, pesti- 
lence and famine combined.” . 

James Johnson, M.D., F.R.S., editor 
of the Medico Surgical Review, says: 
“I declare as my conscientious convic- 
tion, founded on long experience and 
reflection, that if there were not a sin- 
gle physician, surgeon, men midwife, 
chemist, apothecary, druggist nor drug 
on the face of the earth there would be 
less mortality than now prevails.”

The 
trouble with physicians is that instead 
of seeking to ascertain and remove the 
cause of a diseased condition of the 
body they tinker with the results. It 
is much as if a man should attempt to 
cure a case of smallpox by scraping: 
away the pustules. 

WHAT IS HEALTH? 

Health is the natural condition of 
every organized being. This point is 
very important. It is. not something 
to be attained by effort or artifice. It 
is @ normal state; a natural condition; 
the rule of life to which disease is the 
exception. We see this to be the case 
throughout the vegetable and animal 
kingdoms. Not one blade of grass in a 
million suffers from disease—not one 
plant or tree of millions. In a state of 
nature plants and trees of all kinds 
germinate, grow, produce leaves, flow- 
ers, seeds, fruit and live out their nat- 
ural lives without a sign of. disease. 
They die at last of old age, in one sea- 
son, or hundreds, og thousands of 
yedrs; but when they have reached 
the natural term of their existence. 
When brought under culture and ex- 
posed to unnatural conditions we see 
signs of disease and premature decay. 
Plants may be crowded like men, de- 
prived of wholesome air,. supplied with 
improper or insufficient, or redundant 
nutriment; but in their natural state 
their almost universal condition is one 
of pure, beautiful and vigorous health. 

e same is true of the whole animal 
creation. In crowded and over-fed 
flocks, among pampered horses and 
stall-fed cattle deprived of light and 
air, we find disease, contagion, epidem- 


among human beings exposed to sim- 
ilarly unnatural conditions. But who 
would expect to find sick fish in the 
open sea, or in lake er river, unless it 
had been tainted by human impurities? 

When we consider how closely. we 
resemble the higher animals in our 
bodily constitution; how similar are 
our bones, muscles, nutritive and ex- 
creting organs, blood-vessels, nerves 
and senses, we must see that health is 
as natural a condition to us as to them.

Its only natural death is one of 
gradual decay in old age. And such is 
the only natural death of man. There 
is no reason why he should not he as

The highest 
sefence can do no more than give fa- 
vorable conditions, remove obs'‘ructions, 
modify action, and in some cages as- 
sist nature and hasten her beneficent 
operations. A doctor may relieve an 
oppressed stomach by giving an emetic; 
he mey relieve clogged and _  torpid 
bowels with a laxative medicine or in- 
jections. He may cleanse the skin and 
promote the unloading of the blood- 
vessels by perspiration. He may re- 
lieve distressing pain and help the suf- 
ferer to rest and sleep. Better than all, 
perhaps, he can give sympathy and in- 
spire confidence and hope. 
A REMARKABLE MAN. 


The foregoing remarks were.made to 
the writer of this acticle by a resident 
of this city, who is in many respects a 
remarkable man—Lewis Howell Rogers 
of No. 431% South Spring street. The 
newspaner man had heard for many 
months of remarkable cures performed

By this mear@ any 
malady may be located and remedied 
as surely as if the entire body were 
transparent, and health may be pur- 
chased with the same certainty as tury 
goods or any other merchandise. In 
short, Mr. Rogers holds that any im- 
perfection or unnatural condition of 
the human body is traceable at this 
nerve center as distinctly as the hours 
and minutes of the day are told by the 
hands of a clock. 

These nerves, as stated, control the 
physical condition of the body. Another 
branch of Mr. Rogers’s system deals 
with the nerve center of the body which 
controls the mental faculties, also 
sight and speech.

LITERARY COMMENT. 


Choitke of Literary Company. 


“Hang the age!’”’ cried Charles Lamb, 
“I will write for antiquity.” And he 
did, says Prof. Woodrow Wilson, in an 
article on “An Author’s Choice of Com- 
pany,” in the March Century. Prof. 
Wilson observes that once and again, 
it would seem, a man is born into the 
world belated; strayed out of a past 
age, he comes among us like an alien, 
lives removed and singular, and dies a 
stranger. He thinks that there was a 
touch of this strangeness in Charles 
Lamb, who drew aloof in his studies, 
affected a “self-pleasing quaintness” in 
his style, took no pains to hit the taste 
of his day, and wandered at sweet lib- 
erty in an age which could scarely have 
bred such another. Lamb is here 
quoted as saying that when a new 
book came out he always_read an old 
one. Prof. Wilson ruminates on the 
character of Lamb as follows: 
“The case ought, surely, to r-ut us oc- 
casionally upon. reflecting. May an 
author not some degree, by choosing 
his literary company, choose also his 
literary character, and so when he 
comes to write, write himself back to 
his masters? May he not, by examin- 
ing his own tastes and yielding himself 
Obedient to his natural affinities, join 
what congenial group of writers he 
will? The question can be argued very 
strongly in the affirmative, and that not 
alone because of Charles Lamb’s case. 
It might be said that Lamb was an- 
tique only in the forms of his speech, 
that he managed very cleverly to hit 
tae taste of his age in the substance 
of what he wrote, for all the phrase- 
ology had so strong a flavor of quaint- 
ness, and was not at all in the mode of 
the day. It would not be easy to prove 
not matter 
whether it is true or not. In his tastes, 
certainly, Lamb was an. old author, 
not a new one; a ‘modern antique, as 
Hood called him. He wrote for his own 
age, of course, because there was no 
other age at hand to write for, and the 
age he liked best was past and gone; 
but he wrote what he fancied the great 
generations gone by would have liked, 
and what, as it has turned out in the 
generosity of fortune, subsequent ages 
have warmly loved and reverently can- 
onized him for writing, as if «there 
were @ Casual taste that belongs to a. 
day and generation, and also a perma- 
nent taste which is without date, and 
he had hit the latter. ha ge 
“Great authors are not often men of 
fashion. Fashion is always a harness 
and restraint, whether it be fashion in 
dress or fashion in vice, or fashion in 
literary art, in thought and expression; 
and a man who is bound by it is caught 
and formed in a fleeting mode. The 
great writers are always innovators; for 
they are always frank, natural and 
downright, nd frankness and natural- 
ness always disturb, when they do not 
wholly break down, the fixed and com- 
placent order of fashion. No genuine 
man can be deliberately in the fashion, 


ality in him. He remembers what 
Aristotle says, or, if he does not, his 
own pride and manliness fill him with 
the thought instead. .The very same 
action that is noble if done for the sat- 
isfaction of one’s own. sense of right 
or purpose of self-development, said the 
Stagirte, may, if done to satisfy others, 
become menial and slavish. ‘It is the 
object of any action or study that is 
all-important,’ and if the author’s chief 
object be to please he is condemnéd al- 
ready. The true spirit of authorship 


It is a master- 
ful spirit of conquest within the sphere 
of ideas and of artistic form—an impulse 
of empire and organization.” | 

_ Further on, remarking that no m 
who has anything to say need stop and 
‘bethink himself whom he may please or 
displease in the saying of it, Prof. Wil- 
son says: 

“He has but one day to write in, and 
that is his own. He need not fear that 
he will too much ignoreit. He will ad- 
dress the men he knows when he writes, 
whether he be conscious of it or not; 
he may dismiss all fear on that score, 
and use his liberty to the utmost. 
There are some things that can have no 
antiquity and must ever be without 
date, and genuineness and spirit are of 
their number. A man who has these 
must ever be ‘timely,’ and at the same 
time fit to last, if he can get his quall- 
ties into what he writes. He may freely 
read, too, what he will that is congen- 
ial, and form himself by companion- 
ships that are chosen simply because 
they are to his taste; that is, if he be 
genuine and in very truth a man of in- 
dependent spirit. Lamb would have 
written ‘for antiquity’ with a 
vengeance Rad his taste for the 
quaint writers of an elderly day 
been an affectation, or the auth- 
ors he liked men themselves 
fected and ephemeral. No age this 
side of antiquity. would ever have 
vouchsafed him a glance or a thought. 
but it was not an affectation, and the 
men he preferred were as genune: and 
as spirited as he was. He was simply

A Critical Estimate of the Opera of. 
Searlet Letter.” 

The three-act opera of “The Scarlet 
Letter,” the libretto by George Par- 
sons Lathrop, and the music by Walter 
Damrosch, which was. recently pro- 
duced in New York, is the subject of a 
“critique” by Philip Woolf in The Amer- 
ican Art Journal of March 7. _ Mr.. 
Lathrop calls attention to the fact that 
his text is ‘an original dramatic poem 
on the old theme.” In other words, he 
wishes his libretto to be judged on its 
own merits, and with no direct refer- 
ence to Hawthorne’s masterpiece.

To 
take an example: In Mr. Lathrop’s ver- 
sion of the story, Hester poisons her- 
self. To me no dramatic license will 
excuse this astonishing blunder; 
for the Hester who wore the 
scarlet letter, whether in the orig- 
inal novel or in Mr. Lathrop’s text, 
was incapable of doing this act. ... 
He calls his poem ‘The Scarlet Letter.’ 
He informs us that it is ‘after Haw- 
thorne’s romance,’ and he uses the 
names used by the novelist. Hester 
Prynne means, if it means anything, 
the Hester Prynne created by Haw- 
thorne’s genius, and to make this wo- 
man, who bore her agonizing life-long 
burden‘as an expiation of her crime, 
add to the crime by committing self- 
cag pd is an inexcusable insult to high 


The foregoing is but a brief part of 
Mr. Woolf’s criticism of the libretto, 
after which he takes up the music, say- 
ing in part: .-« 

“As a first attempt in a heroic line, 
Mr. Damrosch’s music is deserving of 
high praise. It is dignified music, and 
if it fails to be completely satisfactory, 
the reason is that Mr. Damrosch is al- 
ways unconsciously forcing a compari- 
son between himself and Wagner.

In the first act, where the 
heroic Hester refuses to reveal the 
name of her guilty partner, Arthur, who 
is gazing at her agony, placidly ob- 
serves: ‘Oh, marvel! She will not 
speak! Oh, wondrous kindness of a 
woman’s heart!’

“The Cow Pea-I. 
The Southern Farmer makes the fdl- 
fowing extracts from a bulletin on this 
subject by the ouisiana Experiment 
Station: 
For the past three years the three 
stations of this State have been study- 
ing the “cow pea.” Its botanical rela- 
lations have , engaged the attention of 
Prof. W: R: Dodson, botanist of the 
State Experiment Station, Baton 
Rouge. Calhoun, on account of the 
light, loarny character of its soils, was 
selected for chemical investigations of 
different varieties and their influence 
upon the soil. Maurice Bird, chemist 
of the North Louisiana Experiment 
Station, conducted. these experiments. 
At Audubon Park, under the direct ob- 
servation of the writer, all available 
varieties have been grown, and their. 
special adaptability to the improvement 
of soils studied. ‘Fhe results of all 
these investigations are embodied in 
this bulletin, together with such other 
information gathered from other relia- 
ble sources as may be useful in ex- 
plaining the subject, or profitable to our 
readers. Its origin, its botanical, posi- 
tion, the number of true varieties, the 
chemical composition of the plant as a 
whole, and of #ts parts, its feeding 
value, and its powers of appropriating 
the free nitrogen of the air, and there- 
fore serving as a valuable soil im- 
prover; its special use in a Southern 
rotation of crops, both as a collector of

Prunes—Quality, Not Quantity. 


It is the illogical trade custom to sell 
prunes on the basis of size only. Prunes 
of a certain size are rated at a certain 
price, without much regard to that 
which should govern in all cases, 
namely, quality. Of course, size is im- 
portant, and other things being equal 
may properly regulate the price. But 
under present customs of the trade, 
size is practically everything, and the 
matter of quality is scarcely considered, 
unless the fruit be plainly in bad condi- 
tion. All this is clearly not the best 
way to stimulate the production of the 
very best fruit, and thus benefit the in- 
dustry as well as the individual. When 
growers work for size only, it follows 
that something, probably much, must 
be sacrified in the way of quality. If 
an excess of irrigating water, for ex- 
ample, will produce extra large fruit of 
low quality, under present conditions of 
trade the grower will turn on the water 
and let the ultimate buyer take the 
chances on getting a pumpkin for a

One Operated All that Was Needea

~(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—It cost 
about $4,000,000 last year to handle the 
domestic telegraphic news furnished to 
the newspapers of the United States, 
exclusive of the cost of maintaining a 
corps of special correspondents, which 
is now a feature of the news service of 
every paper of any consequence in the 
country, Not.all of the news which 
owas sent over the telegraph wires was 
‘ published, but there was furnished to 
‘the newspapers through the agency of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company 
alone ‘about one billion six hundred 
milfion words of telegraph matter. So 
much of this was matter which was du- 
plicated in two or three papers inonecity 
that the actual sending and receiving 
of messages comprised about 800,000,000 
words. This includes the service fur 
nished to the papers by the press as- 
sociations and the service received over 
special or leased wires. 

In the year 1879-80 the special news 
business of the Western Union Com- 
pany amounted to not more than 28,()0,- 
000 words ana not more than fifty news- 
papers in the United States received, 
special telegrams. Now more than 600 
newspapers in the United States receive 
special telegrams. 
from single “skeleton” dispatch in a

1 night to a service of 50, 600- words daily. 


This enormous increase in the news 
business of the country: has grown out 
of competition between individual news- 
papers and between the press associa- 


tions: which furnish them a general 


news budget.. In almost every large 
city there are two to five morning pa- 
pers and several evening papers which 
rely in a large degree’on the superiority 
of their telegraphic news service to 
draw subscribers. In many instances 
rival papers receive service from one 
press association and their rivalvy in 
telegraphic news then must.be in the 
special matter they handle. In more 
cases rival papers. receives services 
from different press associations; and 
then it. is not so necessary that each 
should exert itself to make .-its news re- 
port distinct. The press associations 
are bitter rivals and each does all that 
is possible to excel. the other in the 
handling of news features for its sub- 
scribers. When there is war between 
two press associations (and such:a war 
is on now) they spare no.pains and no 
expenditure to cover the news field 
thoroughly, 

These press associations are the chief 
distributors of news. They cover the 
entire United States and Canada in the 
distribution of news and the whole 
world in collecting it. The press asso- 
ciations today use 64,000 miles of wire 
of the Western Union Company in the 
handling of news; and 35,000 miles of 
that is leased from the telegraph. com- 
pany and used by the press associations 
exclusively. The wires are manned 
with, operators employed by the asso- 
clations and the telegraph company has 
no control of them; its sole duty is to 
keep them in repair. But if one of these 
wires should break down—a not infre- 


‘quent occurrence—the company would 


be expected to give the company leas- 
ing it the’ use of another wire in its 
stead, until it could be put in order. 


The other 29,000 miles of wire is used. 


by the Western Union Company in dis- 
tributing news messages filed by the 
press associations to points off the main 
lines where there are not papers enough 
to warrant the maintenance ofa leased 
wire. Altogether there: are more than 
one hundred circuits used in the dis- 


tribution of news rd the press associa-. 


tione 


Very few leased wires are maintained 
by newspapers today. A few years 
ago it was the ambition of every west- 
tern newspaper to havea leased wire to 
New York, and a great many New York 
newspapers had special wires to Wash- 
ington and Chicago. The Philadelphia 
papers still keep up their leased wires; 
one of them uses the long-distance tele- 
phone for the purpose vf communicat- 
ing with New York; and there is a wire 
running from New York to Cincinnati. 
But as a rule the papers have fallen 
back on the regular service of the tele- 
graph companies, because they find it 
gives them much greater facilities than 
the leased wire. The newspaper which 
files its news with the telegraph com- 
pany in the regular way has the use 
of all the company’s wires; the paper 
which has.a*%leased wire is restricted 
to one. The importance of this differ- 
ence is recognized by the _ editor 
when a heavy news story’ is of- 
fered at a late hour. It -hap- 
pens not infrequently that a news story 
of 1000 to 10,000 words’ value develops 
in New York or Washington, at a late 
hour of the evening.. The western pa- 
per with a special wire would. be all 
night getting this story through. If it 
was filed in the regular course of busi- 
ness with -the telegraph company it 
would be split Into a dozen pieces and 
each plece would be sent on a different 
wire. In this way it would reach its 
destination in one-twelfth of the time it 


would take going over a special wire. -- 


The deftness with which heavy news 
telegrams are handled by the telegraph 
companies comes of long experience 
with the needs of the newspapers. It 
is something wonderful to the unfamil- 
jar mind. In Washington the greatest 
facilities for the handling of news mat- 
ter are to be found. Here you can file a 
book with the telegraph company, 
with a note telling the operator 
to insert in a certain paragraph of an 
accompanying news story a marked 
passage on a certain page. The marked 
passuge will be transmitted and the 


-book returned in good order in a very 


brief time. It is the common custom of 
Washington correspondents to with- 
draw news matter after it has been 
transmitted, and probably one-half the 
dispatches ‘which , are sent through 
every night are reparned to the 


. ities.

greatest news center of the country. 
New York comes next in local news; 
but New York has an even greater im- 
portance than Washingren as a clear- 
ing-house of newe for the press asso- 
ciations, and a distributing point for 
news collected in all parts of the world. 

Great as is the importance of New 
York and Washington as news distrib- 
utors, they grow insignificant when the 
national conventions of the two great 
political parties meet. A serious con- 
sideration in the choice of a meeting- 
place for these conventions is the tele- 
graphic facilities at the point selected. 
It was asserted freely when the Repub- 
lican convention met in Minneapolis 
that no other national convention would 
be held there until the telegraph com- 
panies had increased very greatly the 
number of wires running from the city. 
Chicago is a favorite convention city, 
asmuch from the fact that it is the 
western distributing center of both the 
great telegraph companies, as because 
of its central location and hotel facil- 
At the last convention held in 
Chicago the Western Union Company 
handled more than 17,000,000 words of 
news matter intended for publication 
in the newspapers of the United States. 


-It employed in the convention hall more 


than one hundred telegraph operators, 
and it had in addition @ pony express 
carrying ‘“‘overflow” matter to the main 
office of the company. The press asso- 


ciations had their own wires running 


into the convention hall, and these wires 
went into the offices of the chief news- 
papers on each of the association cir- 

cuits,.so that each of these newspapers 
was in direct communication with the 
convention, and received the news of 
the proceedings less than half a minute 
after it developed.

man, with an evident sigh of satisfac- 
tion, threw down the napkin and ex- 
amined himself in the glass, His in- 
spection must have been gratifying, 
for, turning round to me, he said: 
‘Cunnel, come and jine me, ef so be

he was ‘muy honibre, muy valiente!’ 
All the while. their. greedy. nostrils 
sniffed the air, and their greedy eyes 
were fixed on the’ sizzling steaks. By 
their pleased looks I inferred that there 
was plenty to go all around, and 80 at 
proved. 

“After supper, having delivered his 
establishment into the care of a good- 


looking squaw, the colonel and I saun- 


tered down toward the penitentiary, 
near which he said the gypsies were 


men, three women, two bears, an ape, 
four mules and five burros, besides a 
miscellaneous assortment of odds and 
ends that is beyond description. Col. 
Smith was received cordially by the 
men and women. They chattered and 
squealed, but nary. a word could we 
understand. Then the leader of the 
party, an old man with a fierce mus- 
es, with a red fez, 
a turban and bloomers, fetched out a 
bottle of whisky, to which all of us, 
males and females, had to do. justice 
by taking a swig. 

“The band consisted os father dnd 
mother, @.son and two daughters. The 
young man was @ well-built young fel- 
low and dressed very nattily in Mexi- 
can fashion, with a fine straw som- 
brero and silver ‘toquilla’ or hat-band,

@ wagon in which the bears journeyed 
when they became tired, which was 
very often, because the heat of the 
ground burned their feet. One of the 
brutes was rather good-natured, .but 
the:other one was as ugly as a grizzly, 
and had to be kept muzzled at all 
times.

the sea, the best frontier a nation can 
possess is a big, broad river and next 
to that a range of high mountains with 
easily-defended passes, or a desert con- 
structed on a liberal scale. 

Naturally the very worst boundary is 
an arbitrary line drawn with either 
the pen of a treaty or the sword ef 
war. Such a frontier is most expensive 
to guard and the most liable to viola- 
tion. Not the least of the burdens im- 
posed upon France by her defeat cf 
1871 was that laid on her by the neces- 
eity of building, arming and maintain- 
ing the chain of huge fortresses which 
@uard the new frontier, or of her di- 
minished borders from Belfast to Long- 
way, About a third of this is formed by 
the Vosges mountains, but the rest of

This error of judgment showed 
mot only a deficiency on the part of the

Hut also disclosed his lack of good 
‘eense. There is no better watchword 
than that injunction. The lad who 
‘ised it was on the right track. He was 
in touch with the noble man of old, 
who is described as keeping ae oe 
ows of his room open toward Je - 
wi even while in exile. What does 
this mean for us who are meeting 
every-day duties? Can we hitch the 
wagon of our ordinary enterprises to 
the star of some high purpose? in other 
words, are there certain windows that 
we ought to keep open, doing which we 
are helped to ways most practical? I 
am very confident that the great need 
for us all at the present time is the 
open-window conditjon of mind and 
heart. Let me specify what I mean. 
~~. In the first place, we get what I may 
call “horizon.” Any toiler in the city, 
who takes his summer outing will un- 
derstand what this expression means 
at once. He passes out of the narrow 
@treets and high walls of brick to up- 
lands’ and hills and far-reaching fields. 
There is a sense of largeness, space for 
thought and action, and a feeling that 
‘one is not hemmed in and crowded. 
_ ‘Horizon is a word that means for people 
at large a long look and an inspiring 
one. The worker in the world without 
sky and horizon in his thoughts be- 
comes a mere slave. There are various 
kinds of bondage, of which the physical 
is not the worst. The slavery of habits 
and mind, whereby we become fettered, 
in’ dull, dreary ways of performing 
things, is about the direst calamity that 
‘wan befall human beings. We were 
- made to grow. No one can grow with- 
out horizon. He must have incentive 
and see things ahead. This brings to 
Such a person a largeness of spirit 
which is helpful of the best results. 
Another benefit from open-window 
condition of character is the receipt of 
courage thereby. I mean by this, that, 
looking squarely at things as they are, 


one gets a valor which cannot come in | 


any other way. Little fires are built by 
small chips. If you want sustained 
vigor in life you must draw from a 
large source. The dynamo that will 
run the every-day activity to its fullest 
and best must be one of no mean kind. 
Courage is closely related to hope. “We 
are saved by hope.” If we ‘take little 
views, surface views, shut-in views, 
then we lack the inspiration that comes 
from seeing all things together. He 
‘“vho has an open window over history, 
and sees how mankind has struggled 
and conquered, receives a fresh install- 
ment of courage for his own personal 
battle. The open window of biography 
is one of the finest, surest sources of 
fortitude and endurance. Biography 
tells us what our fellow human beings 
have been doing who stood on the peaks, 
They are greater than we, but of the 
fame family. Their high achievements 
lift ours. In other words, if we close 
the windows of our observation and 


darken ourselves, we shut out the sun- | 


shine which comes from heroes, re- 
formers and saints. This thought about 


courage through the open window can |: 


be applied in many ways, and each one 
who is immersed in the Vicissitudes of 
life can understand perfectly what this 
means. 
_ The simple matter is, we forget to 
forecast some daily use of this advan-’

The hemisphere 
of North and South America contains 
a little over 16,000,000 square miles.

BORCHGREVINK AND OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
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NANSEN AND THE NORTH POLE, 

In talking about his first desire for 
polar exploration he said that he had 
for years aimed to go to the North 
Pole and that all of his studies had 
been with that in view. He told me 
that he had worked together with Nan- 
sen and that the two had often taken ex- 
cursions  pstinges in Norway to harden 
themselves for future work. Upon my 
asking as what he thought of the re- 
ports of Nansen’s having reached the 
pole, Mr. Borchgrevink replied:

He told nie 
that his great fear was that he would 
get in a calm place near the pole. In 
this case his balloon might settle and 
h2 would be almost surely lost. He told 
me that he hoped in such a case to be 
able to rise into a higher stratum of air,

“Another thing to be considered will 
be heat. You know very well that the 
air gets colder as you rise above tho 
surface of the earth.

THE NEW CONTINENT. . 

“What makes you think the place 
where you landed was not an isiand 
rather than a continent?’ 

“Many things,” was the reply. “In the 
first place the waters, then the rocks, 
the mountains and their distance above 
the sea. These and numerous other 
things lead to the almost positive con- 
clusion that there is a great continent 
down there about the South Pole. Itis 
true that it may be an archipelago of 
islands united by th'ck sheets of ice, 
but I believe that it is a continent. I 
have made careful estimates of the 
lands which I visited and of those dis- 
covered by other explorers at different 
points about the pole, and I feel sure 
that there is a body of land there at 
least twice the size of Europe.” 

“I suppese the whole country is cov- 
ered with ice and snow?” 

“That which I saw was of that na- 
ture,” replied Mr. Borchgrevink? “We 
traveled for days through the ice packs. 
Now and then we passed great ice- 


warm. He dare not have a fire in his 
balloon, for a spark might ignite the 
gas and blow everything to pieces, He 
will have to keep warm by clothing.

BORCHGREVINK’S FIRST VOYAGE.

The expedition 
was organized as a whiling enterprise, 
and, in order to go, Borchgrevink 
joined it as a seal shooter and sailor. 
He slept in the forecastle of the little 
steamer_and did all the work of an 
ordinary seaman.

“The trip was taken with the idea 
of catching whiles and seals, though I 
went along for purely scientific pur- 
noses. You know there are different 
kinds of whales. That. which the most 
valuable is called the right whale. It 
is a black while, and is supposed to 
exist in large quantities in the waters 
about the South Pole. We did not find 
any, however, though I still believe 
that they exist in those’ waters. We 
also. expected to catch some seals. I 
went along as seal chooter, and with 
the understanding that I should aid in 
curing the skins, We found quite a 
number of “fur ‘seal and ‘shot some. 
There are many fur seal about the 
South Pole, though it is doubtful

LIKE INEXPENSIVE VACATIONS. 


It is Possible to Go to Europe, See 
London, and Spend Twenty-one 
Days Bicycling at a Maximum 
Cost of $250. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

The very best way for a woman to 
spend three weeks of her vacation next 
summer will be to make a tour in 
Europe on her wheel. In England she 
can, during her twenty-one days’ travel- 
ing by bicycle, take in five cathedral 
towns, visit Oxford and Shakespeare’s 
country, allow herself a few days in 
London, and, including the costs of her 
voyage over and home again, accom- 
plish a delightful outing for $250, 

A woman can do it on less by reduc- 


| ing her expenses to $2 a day, but the 


above estimate aHows for the expendi- 
ture of $3 per day, and that amount 
when wheeling in England, which 


‘| means every necessity and comfort will 
be provided, with plenty of small 


change for tips anda bit of leeway 
for indulgence in luxuries and souvenir 
shopping. 

Of course, traveling at this rate does 
not permit passage on an ocean grey- 
hound, putting up at the smart hotels, 
a couple of big trunks by way of lug- 
gage and the attentions of a lady’s 
maid, but it does offer excellent scope 
for a couple or trio of women, who are 
fond of wheeling and of sight-seeing, 
to do a half of one European country at 
a minimum of cost and a maximum of 
solid ease and pleasure. 

SOME OF THE POSSIBILITIES. 
England, as everyone knows, is a capi- 
tal land for the best sort of bicycling, 
and two or three women in a company 
ean scour the counties from Northum- 
berland to Cornwall in absolute safety, 
on the best of turnpikes and with per- 
fect accommodations in every wayside 
inn. Now, if there is a group of travel- 
loving spinsters who have any such 
tour as the one suggested, in mind, 
let them take the advice of a woman 
who has gone over the route and in-

had for their moderate price of passage, 
and though the voyage is eleven days 
long, it is a proper bracer and rest be-.

CARRYING BAGGAGE. ; 

“We considered the question of lug- 
gage maturely beforehand,” she con- 
tinued, “and each woman settled on a 


| good-sized canvas telescope bag to hold 


her belongings, and we rejoiced hear- 
tily and frequently afterward that such 
had been our decision. Many a timeand 
oft those heavy bags were faithfully 
carried about by porters, maids, etc., 
for the modest remuneration of a three.

Progress of the kes. Los Angeles Party 
_in Alaska. 


“‘Unaer the date of “March. 18, J. H. 
Johnson, captain of the expedition that 
- Jately left this city for the Yukon coun- 
try, writes from Juneau, Alaska, to 
George H. Parker, general superinten- 
dent of the Hall of Inventions, where 
the party was assembled early in the 
present year. Mr, Johnson writes as 
fdllows: 
“As ‘Alaska and Her Goldfields’ will 
no doubt be interesting reading to 
many, the following account of our 
journey, as. far as we have gone, may 
find space in The Times. 
“On the 5th of last March the entire 
party (fifty) including a considerable 
contingent from ‘your. city, booked

“The party, from Los Angeles, particu- 
larly Messrs, Kersling, Orchard, Ahl- 
beck and Genazzi. seemed to enjoy the 
very pléasant trip up. The beautiful 
scenery is not to be compared with any- 
thing I have ever seen, There are fish 
here by the millions, and of many -va- 
rieties. We have to have a permit to 
take in our arms:.and ammunition, also 
for what liquor is along, and our phy- 
sician, Dr. Spencer Harris, has to have 
a permit for his medicine chest. 


A leader here in this country is some- 
body. The doctor, besides being a 
physician, is an all-round good fellow, 
and comes in for a big share of the 


‘glory. -Our coming here was heralded 


long beforé we started, by both Seattle 
and Juneau papers. I need scarcely add 
our party is not only the largest, but 
best equipped ever entering the Yukon 
country. 

“The mail leaves Juneau for Circle 
City June 1, July 15 and September 1, 
three mails for the season. Write from 
Los Angeles three weeks previous to 
the time of leaving here.

HUNTINGTON’S SCHEME. 


The agents and spokesmen of C. P. 
Huntington are making frantic en- 
deavors to convince the people of this 
| section that it woukl be wise for them 
to sell themselves to the Southern Pa- 
cific of Kentucky by offering no op- 
position to the improvement of Hunt- 
ington’s private harbor. The burden

WHATIT WOULD COST 


Some Considerations Relating to 
the Harbor Question. 


Prospect of Salt: Lake. Railway 
Connections Jeopardized. 


Vice-President Gibbon of the Ter- 
minal Railway Company Explains 
the Relations of Harbor and 

Railways. 


Referring the harbor ‘appropria- 
tion fight now going on in the Commit- 
tee on Rivers and Harbors at Washing- 
ton, T. BE; Gibbon, Esq., vice-president 
of the Los. Angeles Terminal Railway 
in an interview yesterday, 
said: 

“The condition which the harbor mat- 
ter has assumed, in my opinion, threat- 
ens a great disaster to the people of Los 
Angeles in the direction of the prob- 
abilities of the building of a railroad 
to Salt. Lake City. This proposed Salt 
Lake road is one with which the Los 


“Angeles Terminal Railway Company 


has kept in very close touch since the 
company was first organized. I may say, 
in fact, that the company was organized 
and has invested over $2,000,000. here 
upon the belief that a road from Salt 
Lake would eventually be built to this 
city and would use the Terminal prop- 
core Los Angeles and San Pedro 
arbor. 


“Tt will be remembered by citizens 
here, that just prior to the organization 
of the Los Angeles Terminal Railway 
Company, the*board of government en- 
gineers of 1890, charged with the selec- 
tion of the best point for a deep-water 
harbor for Los Angeles, had reported in 
favor of San Pedro for such a harbor. 
Believing that the recommendations of 
the report would be carried out eventu- 
ally, and that such a harbor would be 
constructed, and also believing that 
with proper encouragement and assist- 


ance a line of railway would be con-j} 


structed from Salt Lake to this city, 
eastern capitalists organized the Ter- 
minal Railway Company, for the pur- 
ore of securing terminal facilities in 

s Angeles, and at San Pedro, with 
particular reference to their use by this 
Salt Lake company. : 

“Almost before the construction of 
the Terminal lines had been completed, 
negotiations between the Terminal 


+ Company and eastern parties had pro- 


ceeded very far in the direction of se- 
curing a Salt Lake line in 1892, when the 
opposition of the Southern Pacific to 
San Pedro began to develop, which re- 
sulted in the. refusal of Congress that 
year to appropriate anything for a, 
deep-water harbor at San Pedro. The 
whole matter was referred to another 
board of engineers to be again passed 


upon, 
“This uncertainty as to where the 
deep-water harbor for Los Angeles was 
to be located retarded arrangements 
for building the Salt Lake line. After 
the second board reported, and before 
arrangements again could be perfected, 
the panic of 1893 intervened and occa- 
sioned further delay in this matter. 
“Within the last few months, how- 
ever, as has been shown by press dis- 
patehes from the East, the matter has 
again taken form in the attempt of 
Congress to settle the harbor question 
in favor of San Pedro, during this ses- 
sion. A few days ago news was reported. 
from Salt Lake that important conces- 
sions in the.way of terminals in that 
city had been granted to a company or- 
ganized with the intention of building 


@ railroad to Los Angeles, These con- 


cessions, it was said, were conditional, 
on the building of miles within a 
specified time. Ther@\are other mat- 
ters that I am not at literty to divulge 
in this connection, but. an say that 
the company which I represent had 
hoped at an early day to have become 
a party to definite arrangements which 
would produce railroad. connections 
with Salt Lake, and at that point with. 
eastern systems of railroads represent- 
ing in the aggregate over 14,000 miles 
of lines. 

think I, can safely say, however, 
if the location of the deep-water har- 


-bor at San Pedro is defeated, this will 


end for many years at least, the possi- 
bility of a railroad being constructed 
between here and Salt Lake. 

“The thing that has the most en- 
couragement for eastern persons to 
take up the proposition of building a 
railroad to this city is the fact that 
there would be excellent terminal fa- 
cilities at Los Angeles, and upon its 


harbor awaiting their service when the‘) 


line reached here. I may say that the 
Terminal Company has prepared to go 
even further, and, with proper encou- 
ragement, to build a line east to meet 
such a line from Salt. Lake. 
‘We had hoped also that such ter- 
minal facilities ready prepared at 
hand, might induce the San Francisco 
and San Joaquin Valley Railway Com- 
pany to extend its lines to a connec- 
tion with the line we thought of build- 
ing, to connect with the Salt Lake road, 
aniso come into Los Angeles and reach 
the deep-water harbor of this city. 

“It goes without saying, of course, 
that no company will build to this city 
without an even chance at transconti- 
nental freights, which will be landed 


-at the harbor there from Asiatic and 


Aust)stian ports, and later from the 
Nicaragua Canal, to be iistributed in 
the interior of the continent. ‘T'he board 
of government engineers in 1892 pre- 
dicted that if a proper de2p-water har- 
bor should be constructed at San Pedro 
it would attract important commerce of 
the character I have named. Should 
the deep-water harbor be located at 
Santa Monica, any road that should be 
built here after reaching the city would 
face the immense expense of securing 
terminal facilities here in case it were 
to reach the deep-water harbor at 
Santa Monica, and also the cost of 
building a line between this city and 
that point, paying the Southern Pacific 
in addition half the cost of all improve- 
ments at Santa Monica, even should the 
late proposition with reference to the 
use of the Southern Pacific tracks be 
carried out. As the Southern Pacirtic

BANK CLEARINGS. The bank: 
clearings of Los Angeles for the past 
week amounted to 00,000,000, as corn- 
pared with 00,000,000 for the correspond- 
ing week of the previous year. 

The clearings of the principal cities 
of the country for the previous week, 
as printed in The Times of yesterday, 
showed an average decrease of 6 per 
cent. This is the first week for some 
time in which the clearances of the 
country have shown a decrease. It is 
noteonly noticeable in New York, but 
is also the case in a majority of the 
cities of the country. For the week 
in question, Los Angeles showed an in-. 
crease of 8.5 per cent., with aggregate 
clearings of $1,143,687, as compared 
with $904,543 for Portland, Or., which 
city shows decrease of 20,1 per cent. 


MORTGAGES. The Investor pub- 
lishes the following statement showing 
the number of mortgages issued dur-

At the same time the Investor shows 
that the real estate transfers.for March 
of this year were more than 30 per cent. 
less than for March, 1895. 
This appears to show that real estate 
owners have been pushing transactions 
up to the limit @uring the past few 
months. One éxplanation of this will 
doubtless be found in the remarkably 
heavy building of business blocks that 
has been going forward. One of the 
principal of the mortgages included in 
the above amount is for $164,000, given 
by J. de Barth Shorb and wife to. the 
Farmers’ and: Merchants’ Bank, se- 
cured by the Rancho San Marino and 
other property, for sixty days.

COMMERCIAL. 


LOW PRICES FOR DRIED, 
FRUITS. For some time past the 
dried-fruit market has been in @ con- 
dition that is far from satisfactory to 
the producers. This happens in face 
of the fact that production and im- 
portation are in many cases consider- 
ably less than several years ago. Thus 
the Pacific Rural Press shows that 
while the production of California 
prunes, added to the importation, in 
1890 amounted to 74,000,000 pounds, the 
total for 1894 was only 55,000,000 pounds. 
For 1895 close figures are not yet ob- 
tainable but estimates generally ac- 
cepted and used by the trade as a ba- 
sis for calculation put the domestic 
production for the year at 50,000,000 
pounds. In Europe the 1895 crop was 
short, and in place of having prunes 
for export the shoe was found to be 
on the other foot, for there was a de- 
ficiency in the home supply which had 


to be made up by importation from 


America. To what extent the Euro- 
pean demand reduced the American 
supply cannot be known exactly, but 
it is a fact that within the past few 
months considerable quantities of 
prunes have crossed the Atlantic to 
supply the consumptive requirements 
of countries—notably France and Ger- 
many—which in ordinary times send 
prunes to this country. 

The Rural Press sums up the situa- 
tion as far as prunes are concerned as 
follows: 7 

“For the supply of a market whic 
usually consumes upward of 60,000,000 
pounds of prunes, we produced about 
fifty million pounds: we sold part of 
‘this product abroad; we imported 
none; but in the’face of these facts 
the market for prunes is dull and 
prices have gone down to a level never 
before reached in the history of the 
prune trade. The people of the Unitea 
States, it seems, are not buying and 
eating prunes to the same extent as in 
former years—and this in spite of 
lower prices. Now, why is it?’ 

The Rural Press then goes on to give 
what it considers the main reasons for 


- this depression in prices. First, it finds 


that a considerable quantity of prunes 
was carried over last year from the 
previous season. Secondly, times are 
still very hard with the classes who are 
the main consumers of our prunes and 
other varieties of dried fruits. Thirdly, 
the Rural Press sees in the increase of 
diversified farming and gives why the 
demand for fruits is less. It says: — 
“Before the paralysis in manufacture 
large numbers of eastern farmers were 
engaged in supplying the various mills 
with crude materials. There was a 
large and profitable market for wool, 
hides, and a wide variety of products 
of the field and farm, which wholly 
failed when the mills shut down. In this 
situation multitudes of’ people had to 


seek new lines of production and found. 


it in small farming. Other multitudes 
discharged from the factories found s°t- 
tlement in the country and took up the 
same work. The consequence is that 
there has within a year or two been 
an enormously increased production of 
vegetables, berries, melons, eggs, poul- 
try, etc., and with this increased pro- 
duction a marked reduction in prices. 
All the output of the small farm ‘is 
cheaper today in the markets of the 
East than it has been in recent times; 
and this fact has direct relation to the 
demand for our dried fruits and to the 
prices for which they can be sold. The 
small farmer is in the field bidding for 
the trade of the middle-class consumer, 
and he is a competitor with whom the 
California fruit-grower must reckon in 
the future.”’ 

A fourth cause is found in the change 
in. the system of marketing, whereby 
instead of selling goods to the whole- 
sale merchants who took an interest in 
pushing the trade, they are now largely 
This last cause, 
the Rural Press considers the most 
far-reaching and important. It con- 
siders that nothing short of a combina- 


tion of the parties in interest can put 


the business back where it was a few 
years ago. 

. These ideas of this old and conserva- 
tive agricultural paper are worthy of 
careful consideration. As The Times 
has frequently remarked, it certainly 
seems as if the experience which the 
fruit-growers of the State have been 
gathering during the past few years 
in the shape of diminishing profits on 
their products, should be sufficient to 
teach them the importance—the abso- 
lute necessity—of. an efficient combina- 
tion for the purpose of placing the in- 
dustry on a sound, business-like basis.

much as Was generally anticipated 
when the ofl field began to be devel- 
oped. With fuel at a lower figure than 
it can be purchased in many of the 
large manufacturing cities of the coun- 
try it was hoped that the manufactur- 


ing industry would take a big start,. 


So far, however, these views have not 
yet been realized: A few unimportant 
manufacturing enterprises have been 
inaugurated, but none of any great 
importance. 

The Manufacturing Committee of the 


Chamber of Commerce might do some 


good work in calling the attention of 
outsiders to the exceptional advantages 
that are enjoyed by Los Angeles in 
this. direction. It is not only the fact 
that we have fuel at a price that is 
equivalent to about. $2.50 per ton for 
coal, but we also, enjoy in this section 
a climate which permits work of all de- 
scriptions to be carried on throughout 
the year, and without the expense of 
solid. buildings that are found neces- 
sary in the East. 

It is sometimes asked where are the 
raw materials that can be utilized in 
manufacturing here. It only needs a 
brief investigation to find that there is 
no lack of these. Take, for instance, 
the -various orticultural products, 
large quantities of which are now al- 
lowed to go to waste. In the single 
branch of utilizing what are known as 
the “by-products” of the orange quite 
a wide range of manufacturing possi- 
bility is open. In Europe quite an ex- 
tensive business is done in the manu- 
facture of such products as orange peel 
oil, citric. acid, orange flower water, 
etce., none of which processes require 
any expensive machinery. | 

In the manufacture of sugar from 
beets there is'room for great develop- 
ment. The factory at Chino has served 
to prove that the beets raised in this 
section are exceptionally rich in sac- 
charine matter—so much so, indeed, 
as to astonish European experts who 


have investigated the question. There | 


is no good reason why Southern Cali- 
fornia should not now have at least 
half a dozen beet-sugar factories in- 


A glance along the shelves of any 


‘first-class grocery will show that there, 


is a big field in the direction of putting 
up such products as jams, pickles, pre- 
serves, on ae is to say, unless the 
labels wihich | found upon these 
packages are misleading as to the ori- 
gin of the goods. This, again, is an 
industry that does not need any expen- 
sive machinery or elaborate buildings, 
indeed, some of the most successful en- 
terprises of this kind have been con- 
ducted by people’ of limited means and 
on a very moderate scale.

STEEL WAGON ROADS. Steel 


wagon roads, as advocated by Martin 
Dodge, State Road Commissioner of 
-Ohio, are likely to have a thorough trial 
in several States this year. These roads 
consist of two rails made-of steel the 
thickness of boiler plate, each formed 


in the shape of a gutter five inches. 


wide, with a square perpendicular 
shoulder half an inch high, then an an- 
gle of one inch outward slightly raised. 
The gutter forms the conduit for the 
water, and makes it easy for the wheels 
to enter or leave the track. Such a 
double-track steel railroad sixteen feet
